REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
composition has been found to not be anticipated or obviated by the prior art based on 
its compositional requirement that an Al-phase must be contained therein comprising at 
least 0.6 wt% Al 2 0 3 . The closest art of reference is that of 6299791 , which is of a 
similar composition including some amount of Al 2 0 3 , yet having stoichiometry of the B 
phase which does not anticipate or obviate the claimed composition. Furthermore, the 
avoidance of Al 2 0 3 in such piezoelectrics is well known in the art and taught in US 
3856693, wherein this impurity is associated with low density in the final product. For 
these reasons, it would have not have been anticipated nor obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to include the Al-phase in the claimed amounts.
